Grantland Rice, in the "New York 


Tribune," awards the olive wreath 
for the best baseball feature of the 
year saying: 


But if We had to cast one exclusive 


vote for the most distinctive feature 
of the year it would go to a certain 
middle-aged sedate citizen by the 
name of Edward S. Plank, otherwise 
known as the Gettysburg Guide. 


Plank in many ways is the hero of 


the year. The great southpaw hasn't 
been as brilliant or as useful as Tris 
Speaker or Grover Alexander. But 
there is at least this one feat of his 
to be considered — at the age of 42 — 
considered fairly well, all in two or 
three years ago — at the stage of a 
pennant race where he was needed 
most — he pitches in succession four 
ball games that have a vital bearing 
on the pennant race. 


Here they are in order: 
New York — four hits. 
Boston — two hits. 
Washington — one hit. 
Cleveland — two hits. 
This would be a remarkable streak 


if spun out by Alexander or Johnson 
or any star in his prime. 


But for a veteran 40 years old, at 


least 5 years beyond the average 
pitching life, it is one of the most 
remarkable achievements in the his- 
tory of sport. 


In four games of vital importance 


Plank, at 42, allows just nine hits, an 
average of 2.25 hits to the contest. 


It is no light feat to pitch one two- 


hit game. Working two in succes- 
sion is a rare achievement which few 
pitchers know in -the course of a sea-

1. He was 25 years old before he 


entered the major league. 


2. He had no minor league train- 


ing or development of any sort. 


3. He lacked the great physical 


power of Walsh, Mathewson, John- 
son, Alexander or Young. 


4. He was not blessed with an easy 


pitching motion, but apparently was 
working hard most of the way, work- 
ing with effort quite unlike Johnson 
or Alexander. 


5. Where weather conditions were 


at all favorable he has not pitched 
three really bad ball games in 10 
years. 


6. He has pitched exceptionally 


fine ball in every world s_eries and 
he was a leading factor in five of 
these.

with Andy Coakley about Plank. 
Andy was one of Plank's teammates 
on the Athletic machine of other 
days. "In my opinion." said Andy, 
"he is the greatest left-hander that 
ever lived Not as brilliant as Rube 
Waddell. but for an average per- 
formance his work surpasses them 
all. I can't recall now a bad ball 
game that Plank pitched."

A New Penn«ylT»nia Fi*h Hatchery. 


At Pleasant Mount, Wayne County, 
Pa., there -is in course of construc- 
tion, a. fish hatchery, .which 'when 
completed will be one of the finest 
fish hatching establishments in the 
.State of Pennsylvania. 
—' Since the incumbency of the pres- 
ent Commissioner of Fisheries, N. R. 
Euller, it has been the policy of the 
Department to construct permanent 
structures for the propagating of the 
various species of fish which inhabit 
the waters of Pennsylvania, and in 
which the- employes are compelled 
to -work. 
The buildings which are 


being built are not only a credit to 
the present administration, but also 
to the Commonwealth. and are the 
finest to be found in the United 
States. 


The hatchery at Pleasant Mount 


\vill be used for the hatching of 
trout, bass, pike perch, yellow perch 
and pickerel. 


On the first floor of the hatchery- 


are installed the hatching troughs 
for the hatching of the eggs of the 
trout. There are 56 troughs located 
on this floor. The second floor con- 
tains the offices and batteries, the 
batteries being used for the hatch- 
ing of the pike perch, yellow perch 
and pickerel. The heating and elec- 
tric light plants are located on the 
main Sopr and are of the most mod- 
ern equipment.

Germany. France and Russia were 
visited-by him. He settled in 1665 in 
Kiel where he was made professor 
of botany and the director of the bo- 
tanical gardens. He made frequent 
voyages, however, always in quest of 
the remedy for the plague. Finally 
in 1693, he was called to Stockholm 
to - treat the queen of Charles the 
Eleventh, then ill with plague. But 
before he could render her any ser- 
vice, he contracted the disease and 
died on the third of August. 


The bubonic plague of to-day is 


identical with the black death of the 
Middle Ages. 
Primarily a disease 


of rodents caused by a short dumb- 
bell shaped microscopic vegetable, 
the pest bacillus, it occurs in man_ in 
three forms; the pneumonic, which 
has a death rate of almost 100 per 
cent- the septicaemic, which is nearly 
as fatal, and the bubonic m which 
even with the most modern methods 
of treatment the mortality is about 
50 per cent. It'is a disease of com- 
merce, spreading around the globe 
in the body of the ship-borne rat. It 
is estimated that every case of hu- 
man plague costs the municipality m 
which it occurs at least. $7500. This 
does not take into account the enor- 
mous loss due to disastrous quaran- 
tines and the commercial paralysis 
which the fear of the disease -so fre- 
quently produces. 
•

of Yersm. This is used in much the 
came way as is diphtheria antitoxin 


Plague" is transferred from the sick 


rodent to the'well man/by fleas. .The 
suck rat has enormous numbers of 
plague bacilli in its blood. The blood 
is taken by the flea'which, leaving 
the sick rat, seeks refuge and .suste- 
nance on the body of a human_being 
to whom it transfers the infection. 
-Since plague -is a disease of rod- 
ents and since it is carried.from sick 
rodents to-well .men by rodent fleas 
safety.from the disease lies in the ex- 
clusion of rodents, not only exclusion 
from the habitation of man but also 
from the ports and cities of the 
world.

proof surroundings, take no plague- 
Not only should man dwell in rat- 
proof surr on dings, but he .should 
also -live in rat-free, surroundings 
The day is past' when the rodent 
served "a useful purpose as the un- 
paid city scavenger. Rats will not

Municipal cleanliness may be 


regarded 
as a partial insurance 


against plague. The prayer that no 
plague come ,nigh our dwelling is 
best answered however, by rat-proof- 
ing the habitatipns of man. Modern 
sanitary science has evolved a sim- 
ple and efficient weapon against the 
pestilence which walketh m dark- 
ness and striketh at noonday, and 
the U. S. Public'Health Service has 
put this knowledge into practica 
operation and thus spedily eradicat- 
ed plague wherever it has appeared 
in the United States.

Commiiaion to Investigate Subject. 
Washington.—The annual Post Of- 


fice appropriation bill recently passed 
by Congress contains a clause directing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to take up for Investigation, report and 
the fixing of rates the system of pay- 
ment to the railroads for carrying mail. 
The Commission is authorized to test 
the relative merits of payment by 
weight and by space.

Methods for controlling the Hessian 


fly, the worst pest of the- wheat field, 
in the fall wheat growing sections

Late seeding of wheat has been rec- 


ommended as the only practical meth- 
od of combating the Hessian fly. It 
has been demonstrated 
without a 


doubt that this is the only -way the 
farmer can get at the problem. How- 
ever, late seeding means that the crop 
is likely to go into the •winter in a less 
vigorous condition than if sown at the 
normal time. In order to counteract 
this some fertilizer should be used to 
cause tbe plants to grow more rapidly, 
even though late planted. 


Experiments at the various stations 


have shown that late seeding will be 
accompanied by good yields if the crop 
is handled in such a way as to make 
a good covering for the land before 
the winter sets in. This can be accom- 
plished only by having the land in ex- 
cellent condition of fertility as regards 
plant food. Early plowing, followed 
by frequent harrowing, will often put 
the soil in a condition that will supply 
sufficient plant food to enable the crop 
to make rapid growth. However, this 
can only be done on land that is well 
supplied with organic matter and nat- 
urally fertile- In other cases a liberal 
supply of available plant food in the 
form of commercial fertilizers should 
be used.

Early plowing and thorough 
working and compacting of the soil 
will produce a pulverized, compact 
moisture conserving seed bed, from 
which, as soon as rootlets are sent out
